Gas and Air in Water Mains Make 


Faucets Sputter— Looks Like 


Skimmed Milk. 


The city of Rushville has not op­ 


ened ai soda fountain; 
neither has 
it installed a dairy for the benefit of 


the public in general. There’s gas in 


the city's water mains—that's all. 
Many patrons of the city water 


plant have been receiving something 
that looks like milk through the wa­ 
ter pipes. 
Some have quaintly re­ 
marked that it resembled soda water. 
And th at’s no joke—it did—or ra ­ 
ther, it does. 
It—which still means 
w ater—has been mixed with some 
white substance which made it re­ 
semble skimmed milk or soda water 
direct from the fountain. 
And kitchen sinks have seemed to 
be soda fountains—so realistic 
has 
the resemblance been. To add to the 
reality of the situation, tile water 
sputters like ^ regular soda fountain 
when one turns on tile faucet, and 
housewives can stand and play with 
the kitchen faucet all day and imag­ 
ine they are behind 
the fountain 
drawing drinks. 
But it doesn’t taste so bad at that. 
To say that there is gas in the water 
may make 
some housewives take 
fright, but it’s not harmful—lake A. 
T. Mahin’s word for it. 
And with 
this mixture add a portion of air and 
yon hare the water whi«*h Rushville 
patrons are getting now. 
Gas. air and water combined, in 
-nme cases, is injurious, but not so in 
this instance. Gas alone woald prob­ 
ably lie harmful, but there's little of 
it. 
Fresh air fiends will In* delighted 
that there is a good portion of 
air 
and lovers of pure w ater will not 
object. 
The gas w ill not last long—nor wii 
the air. The gas comes from one of 
the three new wells at the foot of 
First and Second s tre e ts and the 
air got into the mams the other night 
when they were being slushed to get 
the iron rust out of the water. 
Rushville water will likely la* nor­ 
mal in a few days. 
Tile iron rust 
was so thick in the w ater that the 
superintendent shut down the pumps 
Wednesday 
night 
and 
Thursday 
morning and cleaned out the mains. 
When all the 
water ran out. 
the 
mains naturally filled with air. When 
water was 
pumped hack 
into the 
mains it had to mix with the ever­ 
present air or not go in at all. 
The 
pumps were more forceful than the 
w ater’s desire not to lock arms with 
air, hence the mixture. 
It’s the air that gives that soda 
fountain sensation when one turns 
on the faucet. The gas plays a min­ 
or role in this performance, helping 
out on the sputter when tile air has 
about spent its force. 
But even if one of the three new 
wells has gas in it—-and it will soon 
disappear—the three latest additions 
to Rushville'* water system are furn­ 
ishing the normal supply, according 
to the superintendent. 
When water patrons do not act 
like hogs and try’ to use all the water 
in the universe, the three wells can 
do it. 
In fact they more than do it 
some times. When they get the pres­ 
sure up to limit the automatic pumps 
'just stop pumping. 
The pumps on the old wells in the 
west part of the city are kept run­ 
ning slowly but they pump very little 
water, if any. The old wells are be­ 
ing given an opportunity to recuper-

Interesting Possibilities an Outcome 


of Recent Experiments. 
Despite the abundance 
of dieti­ 
tians, 
amateur and 
professional, 
there is still room for a considerable 
increase of our knowledge regarding 
assimilation and nutrition. 
This is 
well illustrated in some recent exper­ 
iments by F. G. Hopkins of the Cam­ 
bridge 
physiological 
laboratory in 
England, the New York Evening Post 
remarks. Dr. Hopkins found that the 
addition of comparatively insignifi­ 
cant amounts of certain substances 
to his rations made all tile difference 
between success and failure. He was 
feeding rats on a carefully measured 
and purified ration, upon which they 
should, theoretically, have thriven. 
But they refused to grow. However, 
vhen he added to the ration 4 per cent 
of milk they began to climb almost 
like the famous beanstalk. 
The actual food value of the small 
milk addition could not be considered 
an explanation. 
The first and ob­ 
vious conclusion seems to be that the 
milk acted as what is called a cat­ 
alyzer 
that is, its mere presence had 
the power of promoting the absorp­ 
tion and assimilation of other food. 
It was proved that a small quantity 
of milk added to the diet reduced tile 
quantity of the latter (used alone) 
necessary to produce a given increase 
of weight by >0 per cent. 
It appears that oilier experiment­ 
ers have 
obtained somewhat 
ana­ 
log* ms results by the u-e of extracts 
of yeast. 
It is obvious enough that 
if these experiments mean what they 
-earn to mean, viz., that certain sub­ 
stances within our reach have the 
remarkable power of greatly increas­ 
ing the nutritive value of foods, very 
important re-ults in the sciences of 
human and animal feeding may lie 
expected to Billow them.

The cross-examination < f this wit­ 
ness brought out for the first time dur­ 
ing the trial that Ryan had given in­ 
structions to Legleitner and Hocktn to 
agree to nothing unless by the advice 
of Leo M. Rappaport. and that he had 
directed them to follow' the officer- 
and others who were making a search 
and “see that they took nothing.”

was while being pressed on cross-ex­ 
amination as to why he had Objected 
to the officers breaking into tho dyna 
mite storage room in the basement, 
that he made the explanation as to 
Rvan’s instructions.

Gas and Air hi Water Mains Make 


Faucets Sputter—Looks Like 


Skimmed Milk. 


The city of Rushville has not op- 


ened a soda fountain; 
neither has 


it installed a dairy for the benefit of 
the public in generaL There's gas in 
the city's water mains—that's all. 


Many patrons of the city water 


plant have been receiving something 
that looks like milk through the wa- 
ter pipes. 
Some have quaintly re- 


marked that it resembled soda water. 


And that's no joke—it did—or ra- 


ther,1 it does. It—which still means 
water—has been mixed with some 
white substance which made it re- 
semble skimmed milk or soda water 
direct from the fountain. 


And kitchen sinks have seemed to 


be soda fountains—so realistic has 
the resemblance been. To add to the1 


reality of the situation, the water 
sputters like 9 regular soda fountain 
when one turns on the faucet, and 
housewives can stand and play with 
the kitchen faucet all day and imag- 
ine they are behind 
the fountain 


drawing drinks. 


But it doesn't taste so bad at that. 


To say that there is gas in the water 
may make 
some housewives take 


fright, but it's not harmful—take A. 
T. Mahin's word for it. And with 
this mixture add a portion of air and 
you hare the water which Ru.sliville 
patrons are getting now. 


Gas, air and water combined, in 


some cases, is injurious, but not so in 
this instance. Gas alone would prob- 
ably be harmful, but there's little of 
it. Fresh air fiends will he delighted 
that there is a good portion of air 
and' lovers of pure water will not 


, object. 
- 
" 


The gas will not last long—nor wu! 


the air. The gas comes from one of 
the three new wells at the foot of 
First and Second streets and the 
air got into the mains the other night 
when they were being slushed to get 
the iron rust out of the water. 


Rushville water will likely be nor- 


mal in a few days. The iron rust 
was so thick in the water that the 
superintendent shut down the pumps 
Wednesday 
night 
and 
Thursday 


morning and cleaned out the mains. 
When all the 
water ran out,- the 


mains naturally filled with air. When 
water was 
pumped back 
into the 


mains it had to mix with the ever- 
present air or not go in at all. The 
pumps were more forceful than the 
water's desire not to lock arms with 
nir, hence the mixture. 


It's the air that gives that soda 


fountain sensation when one turns 
on the faucet. The gas plays a min- 
or role in this performance, helping 
out on the sputter when the nir has 
about spent its force. 
* But even if one of the three new 
wells has gas in it—and it will soon 
disappear—the three latest additions 
to Rushville's water system are furn- 
ishing the normal supply, according 
to the superintendent. 


When water patrons do not act 


like hogs and try to use all the water 
in the universe, the three wells can 
do it. In fact they more than do it 
some times. When they get the pres- 
sure up to limit the automatic pumps 
Nust stop pumping. 


The pumps on the old wells in the 


west part of the city are kept run- 
ning stowly bot they pnmp very little 
wifar, if any. The old wells are be- 
ing gifea an^oppprtiiniMy *° recnper-

The 1912 Christmas 
seals cam- 


paign is to be dedicated as a memo- 
rial to the late Dr. Henry Moore, 
whose death occurred in Indianapo- 
lis this week. Dr. Moore, as State or- 
ranizer for the Indiana Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tu- 
jereulosis, has been the most active 
member of the Christmas Seals Com- 
missions, and has formed organiza- 
tions in most of the counties of the 
State. 


He died at his desk in the State 


louse just as he had completed his 
annual report. He believed that the 
sale of seals this year would be the 
greatest in the history of the state 
and would raise a large fund to be 
used in relieving and preventing tu- 
jerculosis in this State during 1913. 


The other members of the state 


commission—Prof. Severance Bur- 
rage, Dr. Theodore Potter, Mrs. LL W. 
Ellingham and James W. Lilly have 
determined to make the campaign a 
memorial for Dr. Moore and to this 
end the following -'declaration is be- 
ing circulated: 


"In the death of Dr. Henry Moore,

of which he was a most active and 
valuable member, feels most keenly 
the effect of his sudden removal from 
this work.

Each bank waits until the others hare 
;heir statements ready and then they 
are all published together.

Interesting Possibilities an Outcome 


of .Recent Experiments. 


Despite the abundance, of dieti- 


tians, 
amateur and 
professional, 


:here is still room for a considerable 
increase of our knowledge regarding 
assimilation and nutrition. This is 
well illustrated in some recent exper- 
iments by F. G. Hopkins of the Cam- 
3ridge physiological laboratory in 
England, the New York Evening Post 
remarks. Dr. Hopkins found that the 
addition of comparatively insignifi- 
cant amounts of certain substances 
to his rations made all the difference 
between success and failure. He was 
feeding rats on a carefully measured 
and purified ration, upon which they 
should, theoretically, have thriven. 
But they refused to grow. 
However, 


vhen he added to the ration 4 per cent 
of milk they began to climb almost 
like the famous beanstalk. 


The actual food value of the small 


milk addition could not be consideree 
an explanation. 
The first .and ob- 


vious conclusion seems to be that the 
milk acted as what is called a cat- 
alyzer—that is, its mere presence ha< 
the power of promoting the absorp- 
tion and assimilation of other food. 
It was proved that a small quantity 
of milk added to the diet reduced, the 
quantity of the latter (used alone) 
necessary to produce a given increase 
of weight bj 50 per cent. 


It appears that other experiment- 


ers have obtained somewhat ana- 
logous results by the use of extracts 
of yeast. It is obvious enough that 
if these experiments mean what they

Former Member of Auditing Commit- 


tee of Iron Workers' Union Declared

Indianapolis. Dec. 6.—On the wit- 


ness stand in federal court. Henry W. 
Legleitner. formerly of Pittslmrg, for- 
mer member of the iron workers' ex- 
ecutive board, made a detailed denial 
of every charge against him in the 
dynamite conspiracy case. 


Legleitner insisted that in spite of 


the fact that he was a member of the 
auditing committee and went over the 
accounts of the union, including the 
examination of the checks, he never 
saw or heard'of the $1.000-a-month 
checks drawn in favor of J. J. JIcNa- 
mara. 
The "$l,000-a-month" is now 


commonly 
known 
as "the dyna- 


mite fund." although listed in the as- 
sociation's records as "set aside for 
organizing purposes hy order of the 
executive board." 


Legleitner, 
an 
excellent witness 


while heing examined hy his own coun- 
sel and in his own behalf, failed to 
hold himself together under cross-ex- 
amination as to his knowledge of the 
expenditures of union funds, although 
he invariably denied that be knew 
about the $1,000 a month fund. 


The cross-examination 
of this wit- 


ness brought out for the first time dur- 
ing the trial that Ryan had given in- 
structions to Legleitner and Hockin to 
agree to nothing unless by the advice 
of Leo M. Rappaport, and that he had 
directed them to follow the officers 
and others who were making a search 
and "see that they took nothing." . t 
was while being pressed on cross-ex- 
amination as to why he had objected 
to the officers breaking into the dyna- 
mite storage room in the basement, 
that he made the explanation as to 
Ryan's instructions. 


Ryan, in his own testimony, had said 


that as soon as he learned that it was 
the superintendent of police who was 
In charge of the search and that ex- 
plosives were being looked for, he 
raised no further objections, but was 
willing that the search continue. The 
testimony of Legleitner places Ryan's 
instructions to him at a later time 
than the time Ryan said he was will- 
Ing that the search •continue, and that 
he put no obstacles in the way. 


Legleitner declared, as will all board 


members, it is understood, that he had 
had implicit faith in .T. J. McNamar^. 
Asked whether he still had, he he said 
he "was a little in doubt."

whatever other than lawful postage 
stamps, shall be ailixcd to tl\c ad- 
dress side of domestic mail matter, 
but such adhesive stamps, pro\id«d 
they do not in form and design re- 
semble lawful postage stamps, 
and 


do not bear numerals, may be' affixed 
to the reverse side of domestic mail 
matter. 


"All domestic mail matter bearing, 


on the address side, adhesive stamps, 
or imitations of stamps, other than 
lawful postage stamps, will he ro 
turned to the sender, if known; oth 
erwise they will be forwarded to the 
Division of Dead Letters."
